nity, that-the public schools are being stolen from .democracy 
and that (hey are. failing to fiiri'i mil •citizens ns-jhey should he 
makes a statement, with which life great majority of Ameri- 
cans, learned and unlearned, will stoutly, disagree. 
They 


agree with him perfectly when lie says that democracy, in 
which we all believe as theTxiiKlamental idea of our govern- 
ment and of our religipn,-is'not;yet fully realized, but is in 
the process of living growth.. There will be agreement with 
his assertion that democracy' is now in a period of especial 
trial and stress, and every lri|b American believes with Presi- 
dent Main that the goal of democracy is final'cxcellence.and 
dominance, and that in.'tim'e'-H wi.l.rbc accepted as the ruling 
fdrce.of the worklfso far as.ttiis res'ts in the hands of men.' 


The American public school system is the child of democra- 


cy, and it might also belaid; to be its corner stone. 
II does 


not make citi'-ens by direct leaching of the forms and princi- 
ples of government, bul.it develops boys and girls in such a 
way that they unconsciously .grow into good citizens in the 
vast majority of cases. 


President Main, evidently, regrets, as do many .others, (he 


necessity of ruling the Bi.ble a,nd certain songs out of the pub- 
lic schools, but it is;deniocracy itself ttial renders this neces- 
sary. 
The American schools are filled with children who 


came, or whose 'par.enIs came, from all parts of the world. 
They represent practically all races and many religions. 
Democracy entities'their beliefs to respect, and so it is well 
•thai there,should be rehioyed from (lie schools everything 
{ending lo.:disagreement and dissension. 


The schools are not being ''stolen from democracy," as 


President Main asserts; nor.is he correct in his statement that 
tlicy are failing to make-.Amcricans. That is just what they 
are making.- They are making them put of .material from 
every quarter .of the globe, -and for any clement to attempt' to 
foist its religious ;ideasj upon another would constitute any- 
ihing'bui-'ttemocraey. -\The'-schools have their faults and short- 
comings; but they are"nol'failing.in democracy and are not 
faHiiig tojufii piit.good cilizens.
